Infected woman’s fury 
as payout bid rejected

A WOMAN who was infected with Hepatitis C in a bungled 
NHS blood transfusion is ‘disgusted’ she lost her bid for com¬ 
pensation. 

Sharon Moore, 50, of Dunstable, was one of more than 4,500 
victims affected by the contamination incidents in the 
mid-1980s. 

Ms Moore received the transfusion and was infected with the 
virus in 1987 after she collapsed with anaemia but was not told 
of the error until almost 11 years later. 

She brought a fudicial Review at the High Court after she was 
rejected by the Department of Health (DoH) compensation 
scheme three times. 


On Wednesday, a judge dismissed the claim because she could 
not prove the virus was in her blood for more than six months. 

Her lawyers argued that it is unlawful to require Ms Moore to 
prove that the virus had not cleared within six months, as she 
could not have had medical tests carried out over the 11 years 
when she was unaware that she had received contaminated 
blood. 

Ms Moore said: “It is absolutely disgusting. It was denied on 
the fact that I can’t prove the disease was in my blood for more 
than six months. 

“It is a disgrace the DoH can infect me with a deadly disease 
and they have a get-out clause so they don’t have to give us 
compensation. It’s not just about me. There are 174 other people 
who aren’t able to claim. 

“The battle is not over. People in the blood community are dis¬ 


gusted about this decision. I will continue to fight for this cause. 
I was given a junkie’s disease by the NHS and I could develop 
CfD and liver cancer but I am branded with this disease. Two 
thousand people have died already. 

“Because I am a natural clearer I am not entitled to compensa¬ 
tion set up by the Government to help me. It is a disgrace.” 

Ms Moore also said she had been turned down for a job with 
the police due to her infection and believes that, because she 
now has to disclose her medical history on applications for 
insurance, she has been disadvantaged. 

Dunstable MP Andrew Selous said: “I feel very sorry for her. I 
am glad she had the opportunity to go to the High Court but I 
understand how extremely disappointed she must feel. 

“I will certainly do anything I can to help her with any future 
job she applies for so she finds employment.”

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Town has just five months to submit its city bid 



LUTON’S race to gain city status 
got underway this week. 

The town has fewer than five 
months to get its entry complet¬ 
ed for its bid to become a city in 
2012 . 

On Wednesday, the 
Government announced the 
deadline for the application to be 
honoured as a city in celebration 
of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
as May 27. 

This will be the third time Luton 
Borough Council has applied as 
it has failed with its two previous 
bids, in 2000 and 2002. 

At a gathering in Westminster in 
July, the council officially 
launched the bid with other 
Luton representatives including 
the two MPs, Kelvin Hopkins and 
Gavin Shuker and Glyn Jones, 
managing director of Luton 
Airport. 

The council thinks a win could 
bring in billions of pounds into 
the area. 


As part of the application, the 
entry must include an introduc¬ 
tion showing why it deserves city 
status, its age, identity, history, 
traditions, famous residents and 
any associations with royalty. 

A profile, map and photographs 
of the town must also be submit¬ 


ted. Glyn Jones, who is co-chair¬ 
man of the bid with Lord 
McKenzie, said: “What I would 
say is it needs to be supported 
from the bottom up, it is a town 
bid. 

“The big word is transforma¬ 
tion.” 


Schools development scheme to be reviewed 


LUTON Borough Council has 
succeeded in a bid for a review 
into the Government’s decision to 
scrap its schools rebuild project. 

Luton on Sunday exclusively 
revealed in October how the 
council had lodged an application 
for a judicial review into the 
Building Schools for the Future 
[BSF] decision. 

The £300 million BSF 
development of 11 schools in 


Luton was axed in July by 
Secretary of State Michael Gove. 

On Monday, the Honourable 
Justice Langstaff granted 
permission for a full hearing to 
take place in the High Court early 
in the New Year. 

Councillor Tahir Khan said: “Our 
action relates to two schools, at a 
combined cost of £45 million, 
where we were just seven weeks 
away from construction start. This 


late cancellation has left the 
council with liabilities totalling £3.6 
million for the abortive work 
already done and therefore having 
to find further savings from an 
already scarce budget, which 
ultimately will mean cuts to more 
services and jobs.” 

A hearing will take place 
tomorrow, when the date and 
venue for the full hearing will be 
fixed.

CHILLY MARKET BEING INVESTIGATED 

INSPECTORS found that Luton’s indoor 
market was too cold to work in. 

Luton Borough Council is investigating 
after it discovered the temperature at the 
Market Hall, inside The Mall, on Monday 
was just under ten degrees centigrade - 
far below the legal workplace limit of 16 
degrees. 

An inspection was carried out after a 
complaint was made about ‘excessively 
cold conditions’ in the hall. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 
matter is currently under investigation. 
We are working with the market 
management to ensure suitable 
temperature levels are achieved and 
maintained as soon as possible. 

“There is no deadline set but there is a 
commitment from the market 
management to resolve this matter and 
avoid any unnecessary delay.” 

HOLE IN THE WALL IS FIVE ALIVE 

AN ATM which only gives out £5 notes is 
to be installed in Luton. 

The Bank Machine ‘hole in the wall’ will 
replace the existing one at Luton Police 
Station on Buxton Road. 

The ‘Fight For Fivers’ campaign is 
designed to get more £5 notes into 
circulation.

Cops get ready for protest 
groups biggest turnout yet

POLICE have already started to 
prepare for the English Defence 
League’s plans for its largest ever 
protest next year. 

According to the anti-extremists’ 
Facebook site, the group want to 
hold a demonstration in Luton on 
February 5 to support their ‘contin¬ 
ued fight of the Islamification of 
this great nation’. 

The EDL have advertised the 
event in advance because they want 
it to be their ‘biggest turnout yet’. 

The group’s last protest in July saw 
three EDL members arrested. 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokeswoman said: “No approach 
has yet been made to us by the lead¬ 
ership of the EDL to formally notify 
the intended nature of such a 
protest. 

“It is important an approach is 
made and ideally as soon as possi¬ 


ble by EDL leaders, so we can work 
with them to facilitate peaceful 
protest and to give appropriate 
consideration to the needs of the 
wider communities of Luton before, 
during and after such an event 


takes place in the town. In anticipa¬ 
tion of this, we have started liaison 
with relevant parties, including 
Luton Borough Council and 
members of the Safety Advisory 
Group, in order to ensure not only 


that any planned event can take 
place in a way that fully respects the 
rights of members of the EDL to 
protest, but which also ensures that 
the wider public of Luton are able to 
go safely about their lawful 
business on the day.” 

Luton Chief Superintendent Mike 
Colbourne said: “It is vital that we 
continue to facilitate peaceful 
demonstrations in order for 
freedom of speech to be preserved. 

“It is also crucial, however, that 
those involved in protest and 
counter protest recognise and 
understand that the overwhelming 
majority of the public of Luton 
desire harmony for our communi¬ 
ties. 

“I stand ready to meet with the 
leadership of the EDL and other 
interested parties to ensure that any 
proposed event takes place 
peacefully in the town, ensuring 
that all parties involved in the lead¬ 
ership and management of such 
protest fully understand their obli¬ 
gations within the law.” 


Campaigners step up protest against plans for 4,000 homes 


ANGRY protesters voiced their 
concerns about plans to build upto 
4,000 homes in north Luton at a 
public meeting on Thursday. 

Hundreds gathered at St Mary’s 
Church Hall in Lucas Gardens, 
Barton Hills, to discuss possible 
proposals for building the houses. 

Members of the No North 
campaign believe the development 
- located just north of Sundon Park 


and Great Bramingham Wood - 
would bring more traffic than the 
area can handle. 

A website, www.nonorth.co.uk, 
has even been set up as the group 
ramps up its campaign. 

No North group coordinator Pat 
Conway, who attended Thursday’s 
meeting, said: “One of the main 
issues is that with the bypass 
costing an estimated £400 million 


it will never be built. However, the 
Luton and South Beds Joint 
Committee voted on October 22 
and approved planning documents 
for the first phase, which if not 
stopped will mean 4,000 houses 
could be built using just the 
existing roads like the A6 and this 
would be a disaster for all of us 
who currently live here.” 

A Luton Borough Council 


spokesman said: “The Joint 
Committee has only agreed to 
submit a Core Strategy 
Development Plan Document 
(the plan) to the Secretary of State 
as a proposal. 

“Not until it is examined and 
approved by an Independent 
Planning Inspector in June/July is 
there any possibility of it becoming 
a formal plan.” 
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Animals make most of cold snap as the people suffer 


THE snow may have 
frustrated drivers across the 
county this week, but some 
zoo animals took to it rather 
naturally. 

Whipsnade Zoo’s penguins 
revelled in the white stuff, 
although the same could not 
be said of the Asian 
elephants and rhinos, who 
chose to stay in their heated 
houses during the day.

Definitely, maybe - new 
twist in Outreach saga

IT was no, then yes, then no - now it is 
maybe. 

The stop-go plan to spend £840,000 of 
taxpayers’ money on a scheme aimed at 
helping the unemployed of Marsh Farm 
has been given support by the board of 
Marsh Farm Community Development 
Trust (MFCDT) but still has to pass 
through a number of hoops before it can 
go ahead. 

A press release has been issued by 
Marsh Farm Outreach (MFO) stating the 
project will begin early next month. 

But MFCDT, the body which allocates 
the funding, has stated this is not correct 
as the Government Office may not 
approve it. 

The Government Office has previously 
been critical of the MFO and twice 
turned down earlier proposals. 

MFO has put forward a proposal which 
allows it to deliver the project while it is 
managed by the Development Trust 
Association (DTA). 

MFCDT gave its support to the project 
at a special meeting on Monday evening 
despite a clear recommendation not to 
do so by the officers of the Trust and 
Andrew Stunell MP who stated in a 


recent letter that he did not want MFO or 
the DTA to play any role in the delivery of 
the project. 

MFO has already spent hundreds of 
thousands of pounds on feasibility stud¬ 
ies and when agreement was given for 
the company to run the project, it was 
found to be in liquidation when the con¬ 
tract was signed. 

This has now been rescinded but MFO 
still faces a court hearing over allegations 
of unpaid debts and has a zero credit 
rating. 

It is now planned for the new project to 
be administered by DTA and implement¬ 
ed by MFO. 

The minister for Communities and 
Local Government, Mr Stunell, while 
accepting the decision should be made 
locally, added in a letter to Luton New 
Deal for Communities (NDC) that: ‘I was 
also clear that I was not happy with MFO 
managing this project given their finan¬ 
cial situation’. 

When referring to the DTA he wrote 
‘The DTA are not a local organisation. 
The DTA’s proposed role raises possible 
risks around state aid and EU 
Procurement Regulations, which I can¬ 
not see have been addressed. 

‘When these risks are coupled with 
the lack of time left to complete the 


project, I cannot see how this proposal 
is practical and can succeed’. The DTA 
refused to comment and the Department 
for Communities and Local Government, 
which speaks for Mr Stunell, did not 
respond to our inquiry on time. 

Glenn Jenkins, who runs the 
Organisation Workshop, said: “There will 
be plenty of time to start the workshop in 
January.” 

Luton on Sunday visited the home of 
MFCDT vice chairman Liz Shepheard, 
who said she was ill, refused to comment 
and slammed the door in our reporter’s 
face. 

When we visited chairman David 
Creane, he said he was unable to com¬ 
ment as there are ‘protocols in place 
when it comes to speaking to the press’ 
and that ‘everything had to come 
through the trust’s communications 
department’. 

A statement issued by MFO said: ‘This 
solution means the unemployed resi¬ 
dents of Marsh Farm will not lose this 
once-in-a-generation opportunity to 
create up to 57 full time or 114 part time 
jobs on the estate, while also providing 
the financial and governance guarantees 
the Minister required after the project 
was suspended due to financial claims 
made against MFO’.

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Hatters’ boardroom to be 
axed for guided busway

THE boardroom at Luton Town’s 
stadium will be demolished to make 
way for the guided busway. 

The directors’ suite at Kenilworth Road 
must be knocked down so Luton 
Dunstable Busway can keep two lanes 
throughout its route. 

The room hangs out over the old single 
track railway line, along which the two 
lane busway route will be placed. 

Club director Stephen Browne stressed 
the boardroom, which is scheduled for 
demolition between May and August 
2011, was at no stage ever called the 
Eric Morecambe Suite, which is named 
after one of Hatters’ most famous 
fans and is located elsewhere in the 
ground. 

Mr Browne said it was ‘difficult to know’ 
how much revenue will be lost as a result 
of losing the room, for which the club 
cannot be compensated. 

He said: “We call it the boardroom. 
Practically we lose somewhere where we 
work together and communicate. While 
legally they can’t just come in and knock 
things down the council needs access to 
complete the busway.” 

Funding for Luton Dunstable Busway 



was confirmed in fune, with major site 
works starting next year. 

A council spokesman said: “The direc¬ 
tors’ suite at Luton Town extends over the 
busway route, supported by a retaining 
wall, and needs to be demolished to 
provide lateral clearance to maintain a 
two lane busway throughout. 

“In discussion with the club in 2008, 
the project team agreed to include provi¬ 
sion of a replacement facility for the 
directors’ suite in a different part of the 
ground as part of the busway contract. 

“This was with the proviso that the club 
would need to secure the funds; it would 
not be funded by the scheme as the fund¬ 
ing approved by the Department for 
Transport does not include any provision 


for the club as they have no compen¬ 
sative interest. 

“The design and build contract with 
BAM Nuttall included an option for 
relocation of the directors’ suite. 

“As the club has since decided it does 
not wish to fund the work, it has been 
removed from the contract for the design 
and build of the busway.” 

As a result of the demolition, communi¬ 
ty work in the suite will have to be moved 
to another part of the ground. 

A council executive agenda for its meet¬ 
ing tomorrow said there is ‘a need 
to relocate some of the community activ¬ 
ity that takes place in the stadium owing 
to the loss of the Kenilworth Road 
Suite’.

Lord Hussain reflects 
prepares for new role 


HE grew up 
with no 
running water 
or electricity 
but, very soon, 
Luton Borough 
Councillor 
Qurban 
Hussain will 
become Lord 
Hussain. 

The Biscot 
ward 

representative, 
who began his 
peerage 
induction 
training at the 
House of Lords 
on Wednesday, 
spoke to 
SOPHIE SCOTT 


WELL known for being the 
Liberal Democrats’ candidate in 
the past two general elections, 
Qurban Hussain was last month 
unveiled as a soon-to-be peer. 

He was named in a new list to 
be appointed to the benches in 
the Upper House where, as a 
Lord, he will play a part in the 
process of legislation. 

As the second House in 
Westminster, the House of Lords 
debates laws of government and 
has some power to amend or 
reject bills. 

But Cllr Hussain, 53, came from 
much humbler beginnings, 
growing up in Rajdhani, in the 
Kotli district in the Pakistan- 
ruled part of Kashmir, with none 
of what we would consider 
necessities. 

He said: “When I came over to 
the UK it was a huge difference. 
We had no electricity and no 
running water. We had to go to a 
well to fetch the water. 

“There were no tarmac roads, 
they were just dirt tracks which 
led to the nearest town. 

“The situation has changed 
now but there are still no trains. 

“But in the schools there were 
no chairs for the pupils, there 
was only one for the teacher so 
we had to sit on the floor. 


“I used to carry a mat from 
home to sit on the ground. There 
was one teacher for 100 students 
and I have to say there is so 
much more discipline in the 
classroom over there than there

is in schools over here, even with 
so many students.” 

He left Kashmir when he was 
14 and it was from here that his 
career started to flourish. 

Cllr Hussain added: “I came 


here with my mother and broth¬ 
ers to join my dad who had been 
working in the UK since the late 
1950s. 

“He had been coming back and 
forth and in 1971 we came over 
to Rochdale. 

“I was 14 and I went to school 
for about a year and a half until I 
was 16.1 left to work in textile 
mills for many years.” 

Cllr Hussain continued to study 
part-time while he worked and 
soon began employment in a 
bank in Manchester. 

He was a founding member of 
the Kashmir Youth Project in 
Rochdale in 1980, which still 
runs to this day. 

The project aims to help people 
into employment and advises 
young people so they can get the 
training they need to get jobs. 

It was when he came to Luton 
in 1993 that his career in politics 
really began. He started working 
for Trades Union Congress that 
year and was elected as a Labour 
councillor in 1996. 

He quit the Labour party 
because of the Iraq war and 
switched to the Liberal 
Democrats, even running as a 
candidate in European elections. 

His decision, he said, was 
because of his personal experi-

ence of war. He said: “I was 
deadly against the Iraq war. 

“I came from a region where we 
have seen lots of wars and I have 
seen the destruction that wars 
create and the effect of that.” 

Talking about his career, Cllr 
Hussain said: “I have been very 
fortunate. 

“I have always enjoyed helping 
other people and that is one 
thing that has got me to this 
stage. 


“I hope I can bring employ¬ 
ment back to Luton and to 
promote the town as it should 
be. 

“It should not have the reputa¬ 
tion it does.” 

Cllr Hussain was approached 
by Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg to represent the party in 
the House a few months ago but 
was told to keep it a secret. 

He said: “But I didn’t even know 
until the day that I was definitely 


on the list. I rang them up the 
day before the announcement 
and they couldn’t even tell me. 

“I couldn’t sleep at all. My fami¬ 
ly, friends and members of the 
public have shown such huge 
support for me. 

“People have just been turning 
up at my door to congratulate 
me.” 

If Cllr Hussain’s past is anything 
to go by, Luton will continue to 
prosper from his commitment.

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David’s plea to keep 
150-year-old bridge

A GREEN campaigner has criti¬ 
cised the council for ‘not talking 
to the public’ about the demoli¬ 
tion of a footbridge. 

David Oakley-Hill, of Friends of 
the Earth, protested against 
plans to pull down the walkway 
between Bute Street and Luton 
Railway Station. 

At the beginning of the year, Mr 
Oakley-Hill and others collected 
more than 300 signatures in sup¬ 
port of their campaign. 

After a public inquiry, Luton 
Borough Council’s plans were 
allowed. 

The bridge will be knocked 
down as part of a regeneration 
plan to improve the railway sta¬ 
tion and build the guided 
busway. 

Another bridge, between 
Midland Road and the station, 
has already been replaced as part 
of the project. 

Mr Oakley-Hill said: “The coun¬ 
cil has made no attempts to talk 
to the public about it at all. 

“I have heard nothing about it 
until I saw the tiny diversion 


order in the paper at the week¬ 
end. You have to really look at it 
to realise it is for the demolition. 

“This bridge is important to 
High Town and Round Green, 
everyone who lives or works over 
there is going to have to cross a 
treacherous road. 

“It is a 150-year-old bridge and 
they are going to knock it down 
and eventually it will be part of 
the busway project, which no 
one wants either.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
public notice is part of the legal 
requirement for the temporary 
closure of the public right of way 


between the station and the Hat 
Factory which is required in 
order to demolish the existing 
footbridge safely and replace it 
with a ground level footpath. 

“There will be further publicity 
in January to ensure people are 
aware of the temporary closure 
to this important pedestrian 
route. 

“The final scheme will result in 
improved access to the station 
from the town centre, particular¬ 
ly for people with disabilities.” 

The demolition will begin in 
February and work is due to be 
completed by mid-March.

POWER at a hospital’s A&E department was 
disrupted this week and patients were taken to 
other hospitals. 

Luton & Dunstable Hospital had a power outage at 
12.30pm on Tuesday and electricity was not 
restored until 1.30pm. 

To deal with the outage, patients who required 
non-urgent surgery had their procedures 
postponed. 

The power cut did not affect emergency surgery 
and only the A&E block was hit.. 

Some patients coming to the L&D were 
transferred to other hospitals after being treated 
and ambulance services were diverted. 

Katrina Grant, spokeswoman for the L&D, said: 
“Following Tuesday’s power interruption we tested 
our contingency arrangements through the night to 
ensure that the L&D had a robust and stable power 
supply which would enable us to continue to 
provide acute services. 

“As part of our contingency plans and as a 
precaution to reduce pressure on the staff, we 



needed two temporary changes to services.” Bed¬ 
fordshire and Luton Fire and Rescue service were 
called to help out and they used equipment usually 
used for major chemical decontamination incidents 
to provide power, shelter, light and heat at A&E. 

Working with consultants at A&E they had the 
facilities made available should the situation 
worsen. 

The hospital was up and running like normal on 
Wednesday morning. 


No extra money for 
NHS chief’s joint role

A PRIMARY care trust boss who 
also took on the same role at a 
neighbouring NHS trust will be 
paid no extra. 

Although NHS Luton chief exec¬ 
utive Angela McNab last month 
accepted the corresponding job 
at NHS Bedfordshire, her salary 
will remain at £139,725. 

It means NHS Beds will save the 
£132,585 it had been paying to its 
former head, Andrew Morgan, 
who stepped down in September. 

At the time of her appointment 
last month, an NHS Luton 
spokesman said: “This follows the 
decision across the East of 
England to set up clusters of PCTs 



to support the implementation of 
the White Paper. It is important to 
stress that this is not a merger as 
both primary care trusts will 
remain separate statutory organi¬ 
sations. 

“This is a challenging and excit¬ 
ing time and we are confident 


that with increased collaboration, 
and with our excellent staff, we 
will continue to make real health 
improvements in Bedfordshire 
and Luton.” 

NHS Beds interim chairman 
Fiona Wilson said: “Angela 
McNab has received no pay 
increase in accepting the chief 
executive role at NHS 
Bedfordshire. 

“She will continue to be paid 
the same salary of £139,725, 
which will now be shared 
between the two PCTs. 

“Her appointment to lead both 
organisations is, therefore, a sig¬ 
nificant saving for the two PCTs 
of more than £130,000 on the 
salary of the previous chief exec¬ 
utive at NHS Bedfordshire.” 


Flight figures put airport near bottom of table 


LUTON Airport has again come out 
at the bottom of a report on how 
many of its flights were on time. 

The Civil Aviation Authority 
published figures on Wednesday 
for punctuality of flights at the ten 
UK airports between July and 
September and Luton Airport was 
in the bottom two. 

Just 67 per cent of flights arrived 
early or within 15 minutes of when 


they were meant to. Gatwick was 
the only airport to perform worse 
with 62 per cent arriving when 
they should. 

In September it was seven per 
cent under the average with 29 
per cent of flights delayed. 

An airport spokesman said: 
“Alongside the nine other London 
and Regional Airports monitored 
by the CAA for punctuality, Luton 


Airport experienced a temporary 
dip in the on-time departure 
performance between July and 
September this year. 

“However, the airport has been 
working with its airlines to improve 
performance, with scheduled 
on-time departures up to 77 per 
cent in October and chartered up 
to 79 cent pent, an improvement 
of one per cent on last year.”

Money for sports can’t 
just go to the elite... 


I WAS at my youngest daughter’s 
school one morning last week, as her 
class held assembly. 

The theme was gymnastics and they 
all performed very well. Mixed abilities 
but great effort and enthusiasm. 

At the end of the assembly, the 
deputy head teacher then asked us all 
if we would like to sign a petition 
against the loss of the hitherto ring- 
fenced funding for the School Sports 
Partnership. 

This is the first time I can remember 
being asked, as a parent, to sign such a 
petition. 

The requests are usually for charities, 
school trips, swimming pool covers 
and what might be called peripheral 
items. There must be a sense of pas¬ 
sion and moral outrage for such a peti¬ 
tion to be called for and receive such 
wide support. And there is. 

The partnerships are ‘families’ of sec¬ 
ondary and primary schools that work 
together to enhance the quality of 
sporting opportunities through the 
curriculum, out of school hours learn¬ 
ing, inter-school competitions and 
school to club links. 

The School Sports Partnership pro - 
vides equipment, training and support 
for staff to teach children not just sport 
but also the importance of health and 
fitness. According to virtually every 
teacher across the country, it also 
improves children’s self-esteem and 
confidence. 

The Government wants the money to 
go back in the general education pot, 
where it will be lost for good. It will be 
unlikely that those gifted and talented 
at sport will miss out because the gift¬ 
ed and talented rarely do. But all the 


other children will certainly lose out 
and coming just before the London 
2012 Olympics it is a completely crass 
decision. 

The Government is also accused of 
betraying the promises made to secure 
these games for this country. A new, 
national Olympic-style competition 
will encourage competitive sport but it 
should not be all about helping the 
elite. This is a real blow for schools and 
for children, many of whom will now 
miss out on all the opportunities sport 
offers. 

Slashing this £160 million scheme is 
so obviously a mistake I felt confident 
that soon I would be able to tell you 
the Government has changed its mind, 
especially after reading this. 

Lo and behold it looks like a u-turn 
might be on the cards - but don’t hold 
your breath. 

HERE are certain things men 
shouldn’t wear. Before your 
imagination races away with you, 
the example I am thinking of is hats. As 
the cold snap bites, an array of hats are 
making an appearance. 

The more mature man has a few dis¬ 
tinct styles, if that word is appropriate. 

The cap is favoured, often by drivers 


and often while they were driving. My 
dad used to wear a cap and keep it on 
while driving. He would often quote to 
me he had heard that more than 70 per 
cent of all body heat loss is through the 
head. My protestations that inside his 
sauna-like car there was no heat-loss 
only perspiration had no effect. He was 
not quite so bad as another of my rela¬ 
tives, who from November to April 
never took his cap off, even inside the 
house. 

Thankfully I never saw him in bed 
but can well imagine the hat stayed on. 
These days the cap is being challenged 
by the Russian fur hat with ear flaps, 
or, worse still, bobbles. Unless worn 
with a full-length sable while tramping 
through the Eurasian Steppe they are a 
fashion disaster. 

The woolly hat is ok for building 
workers and Anarchists but should be 
left alone by everyone else. Former US 
Presidents have done the baseball cap 
no favours. 

Perhaps if the Trilby or Homburg was 
to make a return a sort of 1950s ele¬ 
gance would be seen on the streets. 

And there was a time when the head- 
gear betrayed one’s class. But as we are 
all middle class now, bare heads for 
men is the wisest option.

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‘Winter break is of no 
use at all’, says Money

RICHARD Money shrugged off the disap¬ 
pointment of a second postponement in a 
week but has said that a winter break to 
avoid the worst of the weather would be of 
no benefit. 

The Hatters were due to play Forest Green 
Rovers at their New Lawn stadium yester - 
day, but the current cold snap put paid to 
the clash as early as Thursday 

It followed on from their midweek trip to 
Blue Square Bet Premier promotion rivals 
AFC Wimbledon, which also suffered. 

“You never know when the bad weather is 
going to come,” he said. “If there was a win¬ 


ter break it wouldn’t be now. You can never 
second guess the weather in this country. 

“A winter break at our level is of no use at 
all. A break for the top players might be 
needed, simply because of their training 
and match intensity, then that might be 
something that people want to look at. 

“But, at this level, if you had a winter break 
in January and you’ve got this weather now, 
then you’re going to be in big trouble. 

“We know that we are going to get some 
bad weather at certain times of the year 
and we just have to get on with it. 

“We just deal with it, train the best we 
can, keep fit and be ready for when the 
games start again.” 

That should be on Thursday for the replay 


against Charlton Athletic at Kenilworth 
Road in the second round of the FA Cup. 
The manager is certain it will go ahead, but 
the enforced 11-day break is unlikely to see 
any players recover from injury. 

“Those that we have injured are injured 
for a longer period,” he said. “People like 
Shane Blackett, Adam Newton and Freddie 
Murray - these type of people - wouldn’t 
have been fit for this weekend and proba¬ 
bly won’t be fit for next weekend either. 

“From that point of view it doesn’t really 
help. We don’t have any other bumps and 
bruises. The squad that went to Charlton 
are fit and well, as are [cup-tied] Jason 
Walker and Alex Lawless, and that will 
remain the same.

Plater is ready for Endurance challenge 


MOTORCYCLE racing star, Steve Plater has 
joined a new Honda team and will contest 
the 2011 Endurance World Championship 
partnered by John McGuinness and Keith 
Amor. 

Honda Motor Europe has launched an 
all-new motorcycle racing team for an 
assault on the World Championship and to 
contest selected road-race meetings, bridg¬ 
ing the gap between the two disciplines. 

The Honda TT Legends team will com¬ 
pete on the legendary Honda CBR1000RR 
Fireblade machinery in the 2011 FIM 
Endurance World Championship, together 
with world famous road-race meetings 
such as the Northwest 200 and the Isle of 
ManTT. 

The team will comprise of Luton-born 
rider Plater, who claimed the British 
Supersport title with Honda in 2009, to 
contest the full 2011 FIM Endurance World 
championship. 

Plater also has a great deal of experience 
in Endurance World championship racing, 
including victory in the Albacete Six Hour. 
The 40-year-old has also scored podium 
finishes at Le Mans, the Bol d’Or and com¬ 


peted at the prestigious Suzuka Eight Hour 
race in Japan. 

He will be joined in the new Honda team 
by TT legend, John McGuinness winner of 
no fewer than 15 races around the 
demanding Isle of Man TT course, and sec¬ 
ond only to former Honda hero, the late, 
great, Joey Dunlop. 

The English duo will be joined by 
Scotsman Keith Amor for the 24 hour 
endurance races at Le Mans and the Bol 
d’Or. 

Plater will concentrate solely on the FIM 
Endurance World Championship series. 
The Honda TT Legends team will be run 
from Louth, in Lincolnshire, the same UK 
base that operates Honda (UK)’s British 
Superbike championship team and man¬ 
aged by the experienced former TT and 
endurance racer, Neil Tuxworth. 

A new experience for Plater will be his 
appointment as race coordinator and he 
will be involved in the day-to-day running 
of the team on the roads and the World 
Endurance championship. 

Plater said: “This has been under discus¬ 
sion for the past 18 months or so and has 


now come to fruition. I’ve been riding in 
the World Endurance championship for 
something like 12 years and finished run¬ 
ner-up twice, so it’ll be good to go back 
there and win it with a good team. 

“I won’t be doing any road racing next 
year, that’ll just be John and Keith, but I’ll 
still be involved with the team and helping 
wherever I can. I wanted to concentrate 
on the endurance side of things for 2011 
and it’s great that Honda Motor Europe has 
come in to explore this side of racing too.” 

Neil Tuxworth, team manager of Honda 
TT Legends said: “The idea of this team 
came from Honda Motor Europe, who 
wanted to promote the Honda CBR1000RR 
Fireblade in another class at world champi¬ 
onship level. 

“TT riders are older, more experienced 
and generally safer, which is what you want 
in endurance racing you need to keep that 
little bit in reserve. The bikes will be differ¬ 
ent, too, for the roads and WEC, where reli¬ 
ability becomes an issue, as well as speed. 

“We’re particularly excited about the 
British round at Donington, where there 
will be a real festival atmosphere.” 



TYRELL Belony has successfully defended his British 
Tae Kwon Do Championship belt for the sixth time in 
a row. 

The 23-year-old (above) won the World 
Championship for the first time earlier this year in 
both the individual and team event as part of the 
England squad. Those wins made him a current 
holder of four world titles as he also won the same 
disciplines in the Open World Championship year - a 
mixed martial arts competition. 

Last Sunday he returned to Telford, the scene of 
those victories, and beat Steve Fox in a unanimous 
decision to keep hold of the British title that he won 
first in 2003. 

His final opponent had dropped down a weight 
decision - from middleweight to welterweight - 
but Luton & Dunstable West TAGB club fighter 
Belony knocked him down twice on his way to 
victory. 

“It is amazing to have defended it so many times,” 
he said. I’m going to have a break until next year to 
rest, but then there is the English Championships to 
look forward to.” 

All four of Belony’s fights in Telford were against 
opponents he’d never faced before and though he 
thinks that highlights the competitiveness of his 
weight division - where he also holds the 
Norwegian and Welsh titles - he says there is some 
thinking to do about whether to take on some new 
challenges. 

“I might go up to middleweight in the New Year,” 
he said. “I have to sit down and talk with my 
coach.”

THE public need to know why 
England’s bid for the 2018 World 
Cup failed so spectacularly - that is 
the view of Luton Town manager 
Richard Money. 

The inquest is still ongoing as to 
how the country only secured two 
votes and were knocked out in the 
first round of the process before 
Russia went on to triumph in Zurich 
on Thursday. 

After FIFA themselves described 
the Football Association’s bid as the 
best technical one of the four pro¬ 
posals - including joint bids from 
Spain and Portugal and Holland and 
Belgium - bookmakers had them as 
favourites to secure the FIFA show¬ 
piece. 

Hopes were raised after Russian 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin 
announced that he would not be in 
Switzerland for the decision, while 
England sent Prime Minister David 
Cameron, Prince William and David 
Beckham. But all optimism of bring¬ 
ing the first World Cup to these 
shores in 52 years, was dashed on 
Thursday and the Hatters boss 
would back an examination of the 


process in the hope it throws up 
some answers as to what went 
wrong. 

“I don’t think I should say too 
much because I’ll get myself in a bit 
of trouble,” he said. “But I think 
questions have to be asked why we 
only got two votes. 

“I watched it live and for a couple 
of hours, everybody on Sky TV had 
me convinced that we were going to 
get the bid. They certainly con¬ 
vinced themselves and it was look¬ 
ing very promising at one stage. But 
to hear you’ve only got two votes 


and got voted out in the first stage, 
surely some questions have to be 
asked. 

“I’m a football person like every¬ 
one else and personally, I want to 
know. 

“I’ve been involved in football all 
my life and I don’t believe we could 
have put a better bid in. 

“There were three top dignitaries 
there with the Prime Minister, the 
future King and David Beckham, 
who probably represents everyone 
that has ever been involved in the 
game. 


“The bid team certainly couldn’t 
have done any better or worked any 
harder, but someone has to ask 
some questions after you ended up 
with two votes when you know 
you’ve got the best bid. 

“Like everyone else, the way that I 
feel today is that I want to know. I 
think everyone deserves to know 
why we only got two votes. 

“I think the Government have 
already come out and said that they 
are going to have an investigation 
into why it turned out the way it did. 

“I hope that we find out.” 


Drury’s up for

ANDY Drury has earned a 
nomination for FA Cup Player of 
the Third Round after his brace in 
the 2-2 draw against Charlton 
Athletic earned Luton Town a home 
replay. 

It is the second stage in a row 
that a Hatters star has been 
nominated after striker Amari 
Morgan-Smith’s hat-trick in the 
4-1 win over St Albans City saw 
him win the gong for the round 
two. 

Town manager Richard Money, 
said: “As with Morgan-Smith in the 
previous round, I think Drury’s 
performance at Charlton merits 
the award. We are really pleased 
and proud of him and he 
thoroughly deserves it.” 

Also nominated alongside the 
former Stevenage midfielder are 
Sam Ashton, of FC United, Adam 
Birchall, of Dover Athletic, Adam 
Lallana of Southampton and 
Scott Rendell of Wycombe 
Wanderers. 

A five-strong panel will nominate 
their candidates after each round 
(up to and including the semi¬ 
final) and fans can vote up until 
Monday, December 13, for their 
favourite on Football Association’s 
website.
